My dear sir: 

May I have space in your paper for the 
following statement, realizing that I may 
be establishing or breaking a precedent by 
doing so. 

Few Town officials have risked critisicm. 
owing to their lack of making a statement 
containing any suggestions for improvement 
in town affairs. Or is it taken for granted 
that town officers should never initiate, 


should never advise publicly as to present or 
future problems of the town? At this time, 
without knowing the contents. of the war- 
rant, it is not possible to remark on any 
definite article. However, if we are to 
maintain our present form of government I 
believe it is agreed that we should have a 
larger expression of the choice of the voters on 
articles and appropriations contained in our 
annual town warrant, and to that end might 
I suggest that the proper legal means be 
adopted, whereby all articles, except those 
pertaining to the regular department appro- 
priations, calling for an expenditure of 
over $10,000, be placed upon the official bal- 
lot to be acted upon at the polls. 

The very few present and voting at our 
meetings, leads to the belief that too often 
a vote of the majority of those entitled to do 
so would have signified a different attitude 
from that expressed at the meeting, and it 
does not seem fair to ask our mechanics, 
operatives and our commuters to lose a half 
day when the meeting might just as well be 
held onanevening. The ever increasing need 
of space to store our automobiles and the 
erection of garages leads to the belief that 
some ruling might be made on private 
garages, that they might conform to sur- 
rounding conditions. 

The daily risk assumed upon entering or 
leaving electric cars at Elm square, should 
call for some isle of safety or other protec- 
tion. The terminus of our car ride at Law- 
rence should be extended to the end of 
Essex street, the price of twenty cents surely 
warrants It. 

We have an immense plot of public 
ground including the playstead, but with 
absolutely nothing to are with. Interested 
citizens, including many parents feel that 
the time has come to make use of our lands, 
and articles will probably be included in the 
coming town warrant, asking, that some- 
thing be done along these lines. Our town 
has. never been one to be “carried off its 
feet’? by any innovation and never has it 
been a laggard when shown its duty. 

Ilook to see the town appropriate a cer- 
tain sum of money,to make a beginning upon 
a recreation plan fot the town and a commit 
tee appointed to work along these lines.

Major Marlborough Churchill Retired 


Major Marlborough Churchill, Field Ar- 
tillery, U. S. A., was retired from January 
16, 1924, for disability incident. to the ser- 
vice, with the rank of lieutenant colonel 
the rank he would have been promoted to if 
found physically qualified.

Frank Markey, commander of the Legion, 
in accepting the gift, said that a case ha 
been ordered in which to keep the souvenirs 
and expressed to Mr. Barnes the gratitude 
of the Post for his interesting gift.

Mr. Howe Presents Concert of Organ and 
Violin Music 


A very enjoyable concert of organ. and 
violin music was given in Davis Hall, Abbot 
Academy, on Tuesday evening, by Walter 
Edward Howe, of the Music Department, 
assisted by Miss Katherine Sargent Warren. 

The program, which was varied and of 
just the right length, opened with the 
Sonata Romantica, by Yon, an Italian 
organist now resident in New York. The 
Sonata proved extremely interesting, wit 
much of the lightness and grace characteriss 
tic of Italian music, and showing that the 
composer has considerable power in develop- 
ing his material. The second, an organ 
number, was the famous (so-called) St. 
Anne Fugue by Bach. This fugue has as its 
theme, the first line of the well-known tune 
of the hymn “O God, our help in ages past”, 
and is one of the most notable examples of 
how Bach, although he was dealing with a 
set form, attained such mastery over even 
the most difficult contrapuntal situations, 
that he could express himself with the ut- 
most ease. The remaining numbers were the 
ever lovely prelude from Tristan und Isolde, 
an extremely effective transcription of De- 
bussy’s second Arabesque written for piano- 
forte, and Elgar’s Pomp and Circumstance 
March, the last played by request. The 
performance was throughout, of very high 
quality, and the audience showed its ap- 
preciation by its enthusiastic applause. 

Violin solos were contributed by Miss 
Warren, a gifted young musician who has 
had the advantage of several years study 
with Miss Marie Nichols. She played a 
group of short pieces ofa descriptive char- 
acter, and a Hungarian Rhapsody by Hauser, 
Of the short pieces, Jenkinson’s Elfentanz 
illustrated its mame very delightfully, 
Stoessel’s Crinoline gave a charming picture 
of a minuet danced as in the olden times, and 
in Gopak we had Moussorgsky in his most 
humorous and light-hearted mood. Miss 
Warren caught the spirit of Hauser’s Hun- 

rian Rhapsody very fully, and with her 
Beautiful tone and artistic playing showed 
herself a violinist of great ability. She was 
accompanied by her mother, who played 
with sympathy and appreciation.

Irving Southworth has been appointed

_Ro Apartments 
Biggest Job of Its Kind in State 


A crew of tile mechanics, with foreman and 
helpers, are employed this week laying the 
tile on Caronel Court Apartments on Main 
street, and will work steadily for four weeks 
before the job is completed. The E. Stanley 
Wires company, the largest tile layers in New 
England, say it is the biggest job in Essex 
County and, as far as they know, Massa- 
chusetts. 

The same company laid the tile on the 
roof of the home of the late William’ M. 
Wood, Jr., and the crew now at work on 
Caronel have just completed another Shaw- 
sheen Village job in the vicinity of the new 
schoolhouse. The area covered at the home 
of William M. Wood, Jr., is 5000 square feet, 
while the Caronel Court laying will be 6600 
square feet. 

The tile is of the best obtainable — 
Spanish Imperial — and is designed with lip 
and lap lock and gives ample weather- 

roof guards, besides a pleasing play of 
j ht and shadow. Preliminary to laying the 
tile, it was necessary to coat the entire roof 
with the best felt paper, 30 !bs. to 100 feet. 
Another preliminary was the laying of 
heavy copper for flashings and in the valleys 
and over entrances and eaves. The ingen- 
ious method of laying has attracted con- 
siderable attention in town and the handling 
is also unique. The shipment, which was 
one of the largest of roofing ever made into 
Andover, called for special packing to prevent 
breakage, the tiles being. packed in boxes 
lined with straw. The tli in Shawsheen 
gives a flat effect, while that in Caronel 
Court produces a rolled appearance, the 
type used being two half rolls placed together 
inversely. 

The tile gives an absolutely fire-proof roof 
and, in addition to that advantage, has the 
quality of being non-conductor of heat or 
cold, unlike slate in that respect. ; 

This week twenty bath tubs were placed in 
the building and, for the first time, water was 
turned into the pipes for the plumbing 
inspector’s test, which proved satisfactory. 

Contractor Hardy feels that he will have 
the building ready by May 1.

with the voters and along with it the granting 
of sufficient funds to give executive power to 
the directing agency. We acted then with 
these three facts clearly in mind: namely: 
that the matter was sufficiently urgent to 
warrant extended study; second, that the 
board of health could go no further in the 
matter without the backing of the voters 
themselves; third, that this backing in order 
to be effective must take shape in an appro- 
priation granting funds and assigning 
responsibility for their use to such an 
agency as could most efficiently accomplish 
the desired ends. The more we have in- 
vestigated the more complex we have found 
the question to be, and the more essential 
therefore, thorough study. At first we 
thought the only solution would be an 
incinerator for the town — indeed we still 
think this to be ultimately the only satis- 
factory method, but realizing that to propose 
an oppropriation of from $15,00 to $30,000 a 
year, while something. to consider as a 
possibility in the future, is for the immediate 
emergency, impracticable. We have _col- 
lected a quantity of printed matter describing 
incinerators, even some that produce a 
saleable fertilizer, thus helping to pay for 
themselves. This material is available for 
the perusal of those. who look to the future 
and we sincerely hope that this study into 
other possible methods will be continued, 
with Shawsheen Village and Ballardvale in 
mind. We are frank to admit therefore that 
pending further enlightenment, the proposi- 
tion that we submit is only an emergency solu- 
tion. While the initial net cost of an inciner- 
ator ranges from $15,000 to $17,000, our 
Proposal is for so much less that it seems 
tiny in comparison. 

The article will propose that the town 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be expended 
for the collection and disposal of garbage. 

I. The Area. 

While the initial net cost of an incinerating 
plant ranges from $15,000 to $30,000, the 
proposal that we make is only $5,000, 


| designed to cover the cost of collection and 


disposal. This estimate is based on the 
report of the Board of Health nurse, en- 
dorsed by the entire board —from this 
report I shall read. 

At present the garbage question is what 
concerns the women most, but to begin with 
would like to say that Andover is not alone 
in this respect as we found out by writing to 
many other cities and towns. Local con- 
ditions are aggravated by the loss of hogs 
through hog cholera, and then many com- 
plaints about people keeping pigs has resulted 
in forcing the keeping of pigs to the limit of 
the town. Another item that is of interest is, 
that Lawrence collects and offers free of 
charge to the farmers’ of Andover and 
North Andover all their grabage. 

We have looked into this question very 
cirefully the last few years and find that it is 
rather an expensive proposition. 

An incinerator would cost about $15,000 
without the building, or land. 

‘The operating cost would be about $7,000, 
for licensed engineers and fireman, and 

robably over $3,000 a year for collection. 

here would be much more in the interest 
of plant, fuel, ete. 

There are two other possibilities: the 
first, is collection by contract (and we have 
been able to get but one estimate and that is 
for per year, one collection a week, 
covering about a mile from the center. The 
“ard is to have the town collect and dispose 
of it. 

You will note that amount therein named 

$4000, but we were later informed un- 
fficially that this would probably not cover 

it. There seems little point in making a 
beginning at house-cleaning unless so far as 
it goes it is thoroughly done. Surely every 
N. E. housewife with her proverbial 
excellence will agree with such an attitude. 
It was the consensus of opinion at the meet- 
ing on January 3, that the amount should be 
sufficient to cover the expense and at that 
time $5,000 seemed a safe amount to advise. 
(This committee is in 4 sense limited by the 
decision of that meeting though of course 
any action taken here tonight will be un- 
hampered by any decision made before). 

II. The area to be covered by the garbage 
collector would be approximately that 
within a radius of one mile from the center. 
It has been suggested that the board handling 
this enterprise could map out a route 
according to density of population, thus 
providing for more than a mile perhaps in 
certain directions and less in others. 

III. The: Board of Health report names 
a rate for weekly collection. 

We suggest that a representative com- 
mittee of townsmen act as a committee to 

lan for systematic work on this project 
netween now and Town meeting. 

_ I might say that through the able coopera- 
tion of Miss Putnam and Miss Chase the 
interest of the school children of the 7th and 
8th grades has been enlisted and we will no 
doubt hear from these future citizens in the 
near future. I venture to guess that what 
we shall hear will be quite to the point. 

In closing we submit these remarks: 

1. That it is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that pigs are not permitted within 
certain defined limits. 

2. That it is becoming increasingly diff- 
cult to keep pigs because of the large amount 


of broken glass and other injurious articles 
in the garbage. 

3. cE ore tt who still have pigs can get 
garbage free of charge by going to Lawrence 
for it where it is a y collected for dis- 
posal to farmers round about. 

All these considerations would tend to 
show that garbage collecting has become 
decidedly unprofitable. However we need 
only to consult those who are unable to 
dispose of grabage with any regularity to 
realize that the situation is a community 
nuisance to put it mildly. 

That the problem is not only an Andover, 
but a state-wide one is proven also by the 
fact that there is a bill before the- present 
session of the legislature dealing with the 
garbage question as a state issue. 

It seems logical that an organization of 
women interested primarily in understanding 
and so far as they can helpfully do so, taking 
part in the complex affairs of government 
should concern itself with a practical puzzle 
that three times a day for 365 days in the 
ear faces some one woman in every single 
 eeary This means that approximately 
2,000 women in Andover face this problem 
about a thousand times a year. We believe 
that the housewife, faced as she is day after 
day with the unchangeable, unescapable, 
fact of dirt, will stand back of any measure 
that seems to her to be a step in the direction 
of better public house-keeping.

Among those who took part in the dis- 
cussion were Horace M. Poynter, Chester 
D. Abbott, Mrs. Lotta Johnson, Edward J. 
Pritchard, Dr. Horace D. Bloombergh, John 
F. O’Connell, F. W. H. Stott, and Rev. J. 
Edgar Folk. 


Mr. Poynter said that the question of 
garbage disposal was becoming increasingly 
difficult, since farmers were becoming more 
and more unwilling to collect garbage for 
pigs, and that although the burying of 
garbage had not yet become a misdemeanor, 
the increasing number of rats was a menace 
to property. He believed that incineration 
was the most desirable method of disposal, 
but that the method of disposing of it in pits 
was practicable and cheaper. He favored a 
generous appropriation so that the town 
would be able to purchase carts or horses 
necessary to carry on the work of collection. 

Chester D. Abbott, who has had practical 
experience in raising pigs, assured his hearers 
that the danger from hog cholera was much 
exaggerated, that: state veterinarians were 
easily available and that losses by cholera 
were preventable. Much of the trouble in 
the present situation, he laid to the house- 
holder who is not careful about the contents 
of the garbage can and is inconsiderate 
about making it easily accessible for the 
collector. He was of the opinion that if 
$5,000 was appropriated by the town, and 
reasonable rules enforced upon the house- 
holders, the town would have no difficulty in 
disposing of the garbage im such a way as ‘to 
receive at least a partial reinbursement for 
their original outlay. 


An appropriation of $5,000 did not seem 
excessive to Mr. Pritchard who thought 
garbage collection a necessary measure 
which should be pushed to the limit. In- 
cineration was approved by Dr. Bloombergh, 
but he doubted if it would be economical 
under the condition prevailing in Andover. 

The practicability of petitioning that the 
Board of Public Works administer the appro- 
priation was questioned by William C. 
Crowley who said that he thought the 
duties of that board were defined by an Act 
of Legislature. In discussing the question of 
buying horses, he said the town still 
owned two horses which had been lent to the 
American Woolen company, subject to recall 
for use of the fire department in weather 
when motor apparatus was impracticable. 

The Roger’s Brook episode was reviewed 
by Rev. G. Edgar Folk who questioned 
whether the Board of Public Works was the 
most efficient body to administer $5,090 to 
be used for the collection and disposal of 
garbage. 

John F. O'Connell, president of the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, and repre- 
senting that body, commended the work of 
the woman’s committee. ,Upon his motion 
it was unanimously voted to endorse an 
article appropriating the sum of $5,000 for the 
collection and disposal of garbage which 
should be submitted to the proper authori- 
ties ‘for insertion in the town warrant. 

Miss Davis urged all those present to 
attend the coming Town meeting and support 
the article by their votes. At the close of 
the meeting the petition was signed by the 
majority of those present and an article will 
be inserted in the warrant for the March 
meeting.

Rescues Six Children 


Residents of Shawsheen Village witnessed 
on Monday a startling bit of heroism when 
Richard E. Davis, a strapping young man
